Have Been Washed Away. 


Oklahoma City, May 25.—Five peo­ 
ple are dead, at least ten seriously In­ 
jured, several thousand acres of crops 
are Inundated and every stream in 
the northern and eastern part of the 
state is raging as a result of almost 
unprecedented rains in the past twen­ 
ty-four hours in Oklahoma. 
A num­ 
ber of houses have been washed away. 
The dead are: 
Mrs. W. W. Brown and three chil­ 
dren of Foraker; Mrs. Hattie Jones, 
negro. 
Mrs. Brown and her children were 
* drowned in Salt creek while attem pt­ 
e d to escape. 
Mrs. Jones dropped 
dead of fright when the waters of 
Boggy creek surrounded her home. 
Railroad 
tracks 
near 
Shawnee, 
Holdenville, Tulsa, Pawnee, Musko­ 
gee, Vinita and Oklahoma City are in 
bad condition, and sections of track 
are washed out. Bridges are unsafe 
along the Arkansas, Cimarron and Ca­ 
nadian rivers and traffic is generally 
delayed. 
The flood is the worst since 1872 
and the loss to crops will reach many 
thousands of dollars. 
Near Miami the Neosho river is out 
of its banks and many farms are cov­ 
ered with water. A cloudburst at 
Kremlin damaged houses and crops. 
A small tornado struck Morris, de­ 
molishing the Methodist church and 
several residences, including that of 
Ernest Scott. 
He and his wife and 
cjhild were seriously injured. 
Black Bear creek in Pawnee county 
is out of its banks and hundreds of 
people are moving to higher lards. 
In the oil fields four 16,000-barrel 
tanks were struck by lightning and 
destroyed. 
Lightning struck the schoolhouse at 
Billings, injuring a number attending 
services there.

The trouble is said to 
have been the result of a previous en 
counter on Sunday between the same 
parties, differences growing out of lo 
cal politics being behind it.

university, attempted to commit sui­ 
cide by inhaling gas in her apartments 
here. 
She is in a critical condition. 
Coupled with this attempt, tho police 
say, is a love story which did not have 
the usual happy denouement beloved 
of the novelists. 
Miss Schafer is about twenty-five 
years old. 
f e taught school in Cin­ 
cinnati, after winning the scholarships 
and going through rigorous studies. In 
1893 she won the coveted David Sin­ 
ton scholarship medal. About a year 
ago she came to New York and re­ 
sumed 
her 
studies. 
Miss 
Schafer 
talked frequently of having been en­ 
gaged to a young man in Cincinnati, 
hut the engagement, it was intimated, 
was broken off and she had become 
morose and introspective because of 
this. Also, the police learn, Miss 
Schafer feared she had an affection of 
the lungs which would blight her ca­ 
reer. These

combined 
may have caused her to attem pt self­ 
destruction.

LANGFORD DEFEATS HAGUE 


Boston Negro Knocks Out the Cham­ 
pion of England. 
London, May 25.—Sam Langford, 
the colored heavyweight of Boston, 
knocked out Ian Hague, the heavy­ 
weight champion of England, in the 
fourth round at the National Sporting 
club here. The fight, which was for 
a purse of $9,000 and the champicn- 
snip, was scheduled to go twenty 
rounds. 
The ring generalship which he had 
picked up in many battles enabled 
Langford to score a comparatively 
easy victory over Hague, and the 
fourth round had hardly commenced* 
when the burly Yorkshire m an was 
floored by a well-directed blow and 
counted out. 
Langford was at a disadvantage as 
regards weight, height and reach, hut 
his superior knowledge of ring tactics 
and his quickness overcame this, and 
what was expected to be a long con­ 
test proved to be a brief one. 
In the first round Hague was slow 
to start. 
Langford had a shade the 
better of it until the end of the round, 
when Hague reached him with a hook 
to the Jaw. This seemed to encourage 
the Britisher, and although no dam­ 
age was done in the second round, he 
showed more cleverness than the col­ 
ored man. 
Langford opened the third round 
with a hard left to the face. 
He used 
this blow effectively several tim es be­ 
fore the gong sounded. 
Hague, how­ 
ever, partially closed the American’s 
eye with a hard right swing. 
The men came together in a fast 
mix-up at the opening of the fourth 
round and Langford put a terrific 
right on the Yorkshire m an’s chin, 
which ended the contest. 
A record crowd saw the fight, and 
the American was a warm favorite, 
much money being bet at 2 to I, and 
5 to 2 on him to win.

Root Opened Proceedings. 
Senator Root opened the day’s pro­ 
ceedings with a close argument in fa­ 
vor of a differential on dressed lum­ 
ber. Senators Borah and Heyburn of 
Idaho contended for the highest duty 
on lumber, and Mr. Borah entered up­ 
on an argum ent to show th at the 
policy of protection is “a system ” and 
cannot be maintained if there are to 
he constant exceptions to it as is de­ 
sired in the interest of free lumber. 
On the other hand, Senators Clapp 
and Burkett argued that lumber can 
he produced as cheaply in Canada as 
in the United States and contended 
that the lumber industry of this coun­ 
try would not he endangered by the 
free admission of the Canadian prod­ 
uct. Incidentally Senator Clapp paid 
a glowing tribute to the Canadian 
government, saying that it was equal 
to the best. 
Senator Heyburn spoke of the Re­ 
publican platform of the last cam­ 
paign in a way that brought down 
some criticism on his head and Sena­ 
tor Bailey declared that he did not 
propose to be hound by the platform 
adopted by the Democrats at Denver. 
Mr. Bailey made a speech of some 
length toward the close of the ses­ 
sion, in which he expressed the opin­ 
ion that enactment of the pending 
tariff bill would see the disintegration 
of the Republican party. 
Early in the day, Senator Owen 
made a sharp attack upon the present 
tariff on sugar, saying that it led to 
frauds by a “trust,” and still earlier 
Senator Aldrich introduced a resolu­ 
tion providing for an investigation of 
expenditures of the various legisla­ 
tive departments.

Butte, Mont., May 25.—Northern Pa­ 
cific traffic in Eastern Montana is de­ 
moralized as the result of the worst 
washout since the disastrous floods 
of last June. 
Long stretches of track 
are washed out between Bozeman and 
Livingston as the ro&ult of a cloud­ 
burst and rapidly melting snows in 
the mountains. 
Half a dozen overland 
passenger trains are tied up.

HENEY INVADES 


DEFENSE’S CAMP 


6ets Witnesses From Part) 
He Is Prosecuting. 


San Francisco, May 25.—Francis J. 
Heney, prosecutor of Patrick Calhoun, 
president of the United Railroads, on 
a bribery charge, went into the camp 
of the defense for several of his wit­ 
nesses during; the day. 
It appeared that the stnto was ap­ 
proaching the end of its long roll of 
witnesses and hopes were expressed 
that another fortnight would end the 
trial, which has entered on its twen­ 
tieth week. 
The afternoon’s session was devoted 
to the examination of Thomas B. Gib­ 
son, a detective in the employ of the 
United Railroads; of George R. Fran­ 
cis, secretary of the company’s legal 
department, and of Luther Brown, a 
Los Angeles attorney. 
Mr. Heney asked Gibson to explain 
his part in the investigation of the dy­ 
namite explosion that wrecked the 
Oakland home of James L. Gallagher, 
one of the chief witnesses for the 
prosecution. 
Mr. Heney’s questions carried many 
charges that Gibson denied, but the 
witness adm itted that he had been di­ 
rected to look into the affair by 
Thornwell Muilalley, assistant to Mr. 
Calhoun. W hen asked what he dis­ 
covered, Gibson said: 
“I found th a t two men were arrest­ 
ed and held in Oakland for a couple 
of weeks and that one had bought ten 
pounds of dynamite. His name was 
Wilhelm and I suppose he was work­ 
ing for William J. Burns.” 
“What report of the m atter did you 
make to W illiam M. Abbott?” asked 
Heney. 
“I told him I thought Burns and 
Wilhelm had a hand in it and that 
the explosion was brought about to 
create a feeling against Mr. Calhoun,” 
said the witness. 
“Did you think Burns wanted to 
kill Gallagher?” asked the prosecutor. 
“I did not,” replied Gibson. 
“I had 
reason to believe the people who lived 
in the house were all in the hack yard 
by arrangem ent when the explosion 
occurred.” 
Mr. Heney asked Gibson lf he had 
not attempted to interfere with Burns 
when the latter returned from the 
East and began an investigation of 
the dynamiting. 
The defense object­ 
ed and Mr. Heney declared an attempt 
was made to silence Gallagher by as­ 
sassinating him, and that agents of 
the United 
Railroads 
were instru­ 
mental in the effort to suppress evi­ 
dence of crime. 


SARGENTS 
FOUND 
GUILTY 


Convicted of Having Maltreated Chil­ 
dren Confided to Tnoir Caro. 
Paris, May 25.—On the charge of 
having 
maltreated 
young 
children 
confided to their care, Cecil H. Sar­ 
gent, an Englishman, and his Ameri­ 
can wife, who was Josephine Savin of 
Now York, w?ere found guilty in the 
correctional court. 
Sargent was sen­ 
tenced to two years’ imprisonment 
and his wife to thirteen months. A 
small fine was imposed on each. 
W itnesses testified that the Sar­ 
gents had beaten the children and de­ 
prived them of food. One of the last 
witnesses, Mine. Marechal of Brussels, 
declared that she had confided her 
child to the Sargents five years ago 
and until recently had not hoard ot 
it. 
She attacked Mrs. Sargent and 
tried to strangle her. Guards with 
difficulty pulled lier away. 
Sargent and his wife were arrested 
at Asnieres last February charged 
with the gross ill-treatment of four 
children whom they had adopted. The 
couple had been in the habit cf insett­ 
ing advertisements in English and 
Belgian newspapers, offering to adopt 
children for a money consideration.

Mr. and Mrs. Hanan, on their way 
lo the Lambs’ gambol at the Metro­ 
politan Opera Hous<| were trapped in 
the car. The gasoline tank had been 
ripped open by the collision and an 
explosion scattered the burning fluid 
over the street. 
For several feet on all sides of the 
car the street was on fire and the 
flames were leaping up to the top of 
the machine. 
The street was choked with car­ 
riages and automobiles waiting to dis­ 
charge their occupants at the entrance 
to the opera house, and there was a 
whir of engines and a rush of auto­ 
mobiles in all directions to get out of 
whir of the fast spreading flames.

STRIKE IN GEORGIA 


tatar Commisslmtr to M ir 
With Disputant!. 


Atlanta, G a, May 25.—Hope for set­ 
tlement of the strike of firemen of the 
Georgia railroad centers on the ar­ 
rival today of United States Commis­ 
sioner of l^abor Charles P. Neill from 
Washington. 
Governor Smith proposed arbitra­ 
tion by a commission of Georgians. 
The firemen accepted, hut the rail­ 
road did not. 
Manager Scott of the 
Georgia railroad, however, informed 
Governor Smith that he will come 
here to confer with Mr. Neill. 
The danger that the strike if pro­ 
longed may spread to other railroads 
became serious when Vice President 
Ball of the firemen's organization said 
that diversion of the Georgia railroad’s 
freight business to other roads will 
cause the firemen of those roads to 
vote on whether they will accept di­ 
verted freight. It was reported here 
that IOO cars of the Georgia railroad 
had been diverted over other lines. 
Mails and passengers usually carried 
by the Georgia went by other roads 
and In a few instances automobile 
service was resorted to. 
Preparations 
are under way by postoffice authori­ 
ties to establish an automobile mail 
service between 
Union 
Point and 
Athens, Ga. 
Conflicting reports as to why no 
trains ran were spread here. 
Several 
Georgia railroad engineers were re­ 
ported by the strikers to he willing 
to take their trains out in the day 
time, although refusing at night be­ 
cause of the hazard of being stoned 
after 
dark. 
Strikers 
claimed 
that 
railroad officials In falling to provide 
strike-breakers for these engineers, 
were trying to put the situation in a 
worse light than it warrants. The of­ 
ficials, however, said that it was both 
Impossible 
and 
dangerous 
to 
run 
trains. 
No further acts of violence have 
been reported.

FODDER CORN 
Fooder corn is corn sown in drills so 
thickly th at no ears are formed. 
It is used instead of hay, more espec- 
tally with cattle and sheep and may be 
good results to horses. 
^ 
In feeding value it is better than hay, 
especially for dairy cows. 
It yields from two to four times as 
much per acre as hay. 
It has yielded 
as high as eight tons of cured fodder 
per acre on the Experiment Farm . 
A crop may be harvested the same 
season it is sown which can not be done 
with hay. 
It is cultivated crop and has a value 
in this respect in that it tends to keep 
out weeds, quack grass, etc., and this 
cultivation also improves the soil me* 
chanically. 
Fourteen acres is grown every year 
on the Experiment Farm. 
It follows clover in the rotation, and 
is used as a feed in connection with 
clover. 
In preparing the field for fodder com 
the clover sod is manured and plowed 
in the spring. 
It might be plowed in 
the fall with good results, but it is de­ 
ferred until spring for the winter sup­ 
ply of manure. The field is harrowed 
smooth and the corn sown with a drill 
in rows three feet apart. 
In the ab­ 
sence of a grain drill a garden drill may 
be used to good advantage, and this 
should be on every farm. 
The corn is sown from May 15 to June 
IO, owing to the condition of the season. 
About three-quarter of a bushel of 
seed is sown per acre. 
The field is harrowed frequently till 
the corn is up, and then cultivated ev­ 
ery week or ten days throughout the 
growing season. 
It is harvested when it has reached 
its maximum growth, or earlier if in 
danger of frost. 
The past year it was sown June 4 
(late season) 
and harvested August 
25. Its yield was 11.5 tons per acre, 
green weight. 
One hundred tons were put in the si­ 
lo and the balance shocked up in the 
field and cured for fodder. 
The greatest amount of feed can be 
gotten from fodder com and in the most 
nutritious form when put in the silo. 
Fodder com made into ensilage, has 
practically the same feeding value as if 
fed green from the the field. 
It is one 
of the best feeds for dairy cows during 
the winter and easiest to handle, but 
owing to the cost of the silo and ma­ 
chinery, it is not recommended only to 
farm ers keeping 15 or more cows and 
who can afford its first cost. 
During 
the life of a well constructed silo, the 
entire 
cost 
of building, machinery 
and all the expense of growing the fod­ 
der and getting it in the silo does not 
exceed $2 a ton, as a cost on the ensilage 
as a feed. 
At the present time, however, the 
silo is only for a few in this section of 
the state, but fodder com may, and 
should be, grown by every farmer. 
Not exclusively of clover, but to feed 
in connection with it. 
Or it may be 
fed the fore part of the season, when 
it gives best results, and clover the lat­ 
ter part By growing fodder com at 
least a third more stock can be kept on 
the same number of acres. 
It should be planted on well drained 
land. The soil cannot be too rich. 
The seed may be bought from any of 
the large seed firms, if not on the local 
market. 
Minnesota No. 13 has given 
the best results on the 
Experiment 
Farm.

Scheme to Aid the Women Work* 
ere on Farms. 


HOW A LAUNDRY WOULD HELP 


Modern Dairies, For Instance, Require 
Sanitary Washing of Workers’ Suita. 
How One Laundry Could Be Used by 
a Number of Families. 


The modern clean, convenient and 
hygienic dairy barn means a great deal 
of additional work for the farmer’s 
w ife and her helpers, for suits must 
be washed, and there is u general in­ 
crease in laundry aud similar work. 
It is only just that these added bur­ 
dens should be offset by more conven­ 
iences and labor saving devices. 
In 
general it is not true that the farm 
home has kept pace with the rest of 
the farm in the adoption of farm meth­ 
ods of labor saving devices and other 
conveniences. 
A widely known dairy commissioner 
who bad given the matter considerable 
thought suggested that a laundry such 
as be had in mind could be used by a 
number of families iu a neighborhood

ideas of co-operation applied to rural 
life are interesting as well as valuable 
and an indication of a means by which 
the farm housewives’ labors may be 
lessened in a number of ways. 
A co­ 
operative bakery or laundry seems as 
practical as the co-operative creamery 
which is now so common in the middle 
west. 
The suggestion is as follows: 
A laundry provided with stationary 
washtubs, with washer and wringer 
for power use, is an innovation. 
But 
why should not the women of the 
farm be provided with modern appli­ 
ances? 
The farmer no longer reaps 
with a sickle or even with a cradle. 
He rides bis plow and often his culti­ 
vator. 
He rides his grain drill, corn 
planter and corn cultivator. 
He rides 
his grain harvester and his corn har­ 
vester. 
He loads his hay by machin­ 
ery and pitches it into the barn by 
horsepower. 
The time is come when 
it is positively inhuman to ask women 
to toil without water or machine pow­ 
er in the house. 
The same water, 
steam and sewage system that must 
be present for the dairy will take care 
of the laundry. The same power used 
for grinding feed and separating milk 
or pumping water and sawing wood 
will turn the washer and wringer. 
Stationary tubs of three compart­ 
ments, power washer, wringer, piping 
and connections and drying room will 
cost in the neighborhood of $140, aud 
the interest on this amouut is $0.80; 
the deterioration, assuming that they 
will have to be replaced in fifteen 
years, equals $0.35 a year, or a total 
of $10.15, to be correct, or, say, $20 
even money. 
That Is 3.8 cents a week, to which 
add IO cents a week for gasoline used 
by the engine. 
If the farmer were 
compelled to kill and dress two bogs 
every week throughout the year be 
would not hesitate to spend 50 cents 
a week for machines which would save 
so much labor and enable him to do 
more work in less time. 
A power 
Ironer costing about $00 could be add­ 
ed if “he” took a notion to be liberal 
in the matter. 
A drying room G by 12 feet between 
the dairy room and the laundry room, 
provided with steam pipes for heat­ 
ing. will not cost a great deal and in­ 
sures quick, clean and easy drying of 
clothes in any kind of weather and 
will save “her” a good many trips out 
in inclement weather. 
A power laun­ 
dry like this may be rented to neigh 
bors for, say. 50 cents a day, they to 
come to the place and do the work aud 
clean up the plant after they are 
through. — Washington

Amherst Astronomer Will Ute Air Craft 
Fitted 
With 
Wireless 
Apparatus 
to Intarcopt Possible Messages From 
Martians— Throe Wires Will Roach 
to tho Ground. 


Professor David N. Todd, head of 
Amherst college observatory, in a re­ 
cent interview announced bis plans 
for picking up messages from Mars 
by means of wireless instruments car­ 
ried up in a balloon to the edge of the 
earth’s atmosphere, says a Boston dis- ! 
patch. 
Shut up in an air tight tank 
borne aloft in a huge balloon. Profess­ 
or Todd will make the first attempt 
ever made by the inhabitants of the 
earth to intercept messages from tho 
people of the planet Mars, who, as­ 
tronomers are inclined to think, have 
been signaling to the earth by means 
of ether waves for years. 
The attempt will be made in Sep­ 
tember, when the planet is at its near­ 
est point to the earth. Professor Todd 
will be accompanied by Leo Stevens 
of New York, a celebrated aeronaut, 
who will endeavor to pilot the balloon 
to a height of ten miles. 
The outlay, 
it is expected, will not exceed $5,000. 
“If 
there 
are 
human 
beiugs on 
Mars,” said Professor Todd, “I have 
no doubt that they have been sending 
us messages for years and are still 
wondering at our stupidity lo not re­ 
plying. 
The Martians have found out 
the things that the people of this 
planet are still blindly groping for. 
Upon Mars they have progressed thou­ 
sands of years 
beyond 
us. 
Many 
things that are mysteries here must 
be an open book there. 
Once give us 
a connecting link and in that moment 
we shall have unsealed a book which 
only tens of thousands of years of 
work and study could reveal. 
“I say that if there is life on Mars I 
can see no reason why its inhabitants 
should not understand electric com­ 
munication. 
Doubtless they are mas­ 
ters in the art of the use of ether 
waves. 
I hope to intercept some of 
their ether 
waves. 
Of course 
we 
would not understand these messages, 
but we would have something to puz­ 
zle out. 
Perhaps we could learn their 
code and in the course of years or 
months be able to return the mes­ 
sages and actually communicate. 
“In the basket of the balloon will be 
our two cylindrical tanks, each about 
four feet high and from two to three 
feet in diameter and capable of hold­ 
ing a single person. 
Entrance to the 
cylinders will be by a manhole ou 
the top fitted from the inside with a 
compress cover screwed in place from 
the inside. 
As soon as we reach the 
low outside pressure above this cover 
would hold itself in place even though 
it were not fastened. 
“The bottom of the cylinder will be 
of clear, thick glass, while there will 
be three or four windows around the 
sides. 
Inside there will be a chair for 
the comfort of the occupant. 
“Just in front of this chair, where it 
can always easily be reached, will be 
a small rotary air pump for supplying 
oxygen from the outside when that in 
the tanks gets depleted. 
Both Mr. 
Stevens and myself will have an ane­ 
roid baromenter for determining the 
air pressure inside, and the cylinder 
will have a safety valve, which will 
blow off at a pressure of from fourteen 
to fifteen pounds to the square inch. 
“Within the cylinder there will also 
be mechanical means for performing 
certain work outside, such as throw­ 
ing out ballast when desired, without 
diminishing the needed pressure in the 
tanks. 
The weight of each of these 
tauks, which will be built of either 
steel or aluminium, is to be about 200 
pounds. 
We shall carry appliances for 
taking specimens of the air in this 
rarefied region, as it is asserted by 
many that the character of the atmos­ 
phere so far above the earth is of an 
entirely different nature from that be­ 
low. 
“Of course as we mount upward, if 
we find it impossible to draw upon the 
outside for exygeu, we shall have to 
stop the ascent, but I do not expect 
any trouble of this nature. 
Because 
of tho difficulty of making a straight 
ascension directly upward by means of 
a single ground wire three of these 
wires will uncoil from below at sta­ 
tions at three opposite angles, each 
acting as a guide and stay upon the 
balloon and assuring practically direct 
flight upward. 
“Moreover, these wires, which will 
together weigh only about a hundred 
pounds, will he the important instru­ 
ment of bringing any possible Martian 
messages straight down to the earth. 
These messages will be received on 
the 
ground 
and 
will 
be carefully 
guarded until the work of deciphering 
begins.” 


MEREDITH’S LOVE OF AMERICA 


"They Always Liked Ms Better There,** 
Bald Eminent English Novelist. 
George Meredith, the eminent Eng­ 
lish novelist, who died the other day 
in England, passed the later years of 
his life in his very quiet home, Flint 
cottage, Boxhill, Surrey. 
A visitor 
who found him there a few days pre­ 
vious to his eightieth birthday, iu Feb­ 
ruary, 1908, described him as a big, 
full bearded giant of a man with a 
splendid head and a heavy crop of 
marvelous white thick hair. The nov­ 
elist, his visitor being an American, re­ 
gretted that 
he 
had 
never visited 
America. 
“They have always liked me better 
in America,” said he. “They don’t care 
about me in England. 
People seem to 
feel it right to congratulate men who 
live to be eighty, though they really 
should not 
What it means when a 
man lives to be so old is either that he 
Is greedily tenacious of life or else that 
he is so insignificant that the fates 
have passed him by. 
It is a misfor­ 
tune to live to be eighty. 
A man’s 
life ought to finish when be is five and 
sixty. 
H% must stop working then or 
else do work that is inferior. 
People 
will praise it then and write articles 
about it, but posterity will know bet­ 
ter and see its weakness. 
You can’t 
fool posterity. 
When a man stops 
working nature is finished with him, 
and when nature is finished with him 
he ought to go.” 
The novelist said that he feared it 
was now too late to visit America. 
“I 
have had many invitations,” he said, 
“and I do not suppose there has ever 
been a nation so hospitable as Amer­ 
ica. They say that one gobd introduc­ 
tion will carry you right across the 
continent. 
So I suppose I should have 
been asked to a great many dinners, 
and the moss of refection would have 
served to carry out the idea I advocate 
and remove me before I was sixty- 
five.” 
In the last year of his life Meredith 
used to rise daily at 7:30. 
At l l he 
went for a drive in a cart to which was 
attached a led donkey and about which 
gamboled his favorite pet, an Irish 
terrier. The rest of the day he passed 
in reading and seeing his friends. 
He 
was for many years an enormous read­ 
er of newspapers and books. 
He was 
able to dispense with glasses, although 
he occasionally used them. 
Of American writers he particularly 
liked Edith Wharton and Gertrude 
Atherton. 
Of Henry James he said: 
“I like to read one of his novels a year. 
James writes about America revisited, 
but what it really comes to is a tour 
of Henry James’ inside. 
He, tells you 
how he felt when he beheld this or 
that and how such things impressed 
him, and at rare intervals he may take 
you to a little window and show you 
a bit of landscape that might be Amer­ 
ica and might be anything—a tour of 
his own inside; that’s what It really 
comes to.” 


London Fog. 
A leading scientist has shown by 
photographs taken from a balloon that 
London fog extends sometimes to 2,500 
feet above ground. 
Fog extending 
over an area thirty miles square and 
having a depth of a mile would require 
a good deal of mechanical effort to set 
in motion. 
The weight of the atmos­ 
phere Is some fifteen pounds to the 
square 
inch. 
Four 
hundred 
cubic 
miles of it presses down with the 
weight of millions of tons, and all the 
power sunk by human endeavor in 
Great Britain’s locomotives, automo­ 
biles and electric power and lighting 
work’s would not be sufficient to give it 
enough movement to clear it off for 
half an hour or half a minute.—London 
Answers.

One Hundred “Covert” to Be Estab­ 
lished, the Prize Going to Automo­ 
bilist Diecovering the Greatest Num­ 
ber In Twelve Hours. 


A. It. Pardlngton, chairman of the 
automobile division of the Queensboro 
bridge celebration in New York, has 
planned a novel motoring diversion for 
that occasion, which promises to be­ 
come popular in every part of the 
United States. 
It is called a “motor 
hunt,” aud it will take the hunter over 
much ground to unexpected places or, 
in short, to all points where the scent 
may lead or the “game” may be in 
hiding. 
The “game” in connection with tbe 
Queensboro bridge celebration event is 
in the form of cards, showing that the 
hunter has visited an official control or 
cover. 
The person who at nighttime 
hands in to the committee the greatest 
number of these cards will he declared 
the winner of the hunt and will re­ 
ceive a silver trophy valued at $250 
and either cash or plate amounting to 
$100, the latter going to the driver of 
the car. 
As an additional check on 
the movements of the hunter, at each 
control or cover his card of Identifica­ 
tion will be presented and punched 
with the number corresponding to that 
of the station visited. 
Certain limits to the hunting ground 
have been agreed on, all of which are 
over good macadam roads suited to the 
motorcar. 
The western boundary of 
the northern section of the hunting 
ground will be Hillside avenue, Jamai­ 
ca, reached by crossing from New 
York over the Queensboro bridge to 
Thompson avenue and Hoffman boule­ 
vard. 
Rockaway road, which enters 
Jamaica near the corner of Hillside 
avenue, and Hoffman boulevard will 
be the western boundary of the south­ 
ern section. 
The eastern boundary 
will be a highway known as the Oys­ 
ter 
Bay - Jericho - Hicksville - Central 
Park-Massapequa 
road, 
which 
runs 
almost north and south between Oys­ 
ter Boy on the north and Massapequa 
on the south, Hicksville being about 
midway. 
This hunting area contains 
approximately 300 square miles. 
In 
this territory are several towns and 
villages. 
In hotels, garages, road houses, real 
estate offices and other suitable points 
the controls or covers will be located, 
and there will be IOO of them. No par­ 
ticular order or system will be follow­ 
ed in establishing these points. 
This 
is purposely done so that cle’Ws as to 
the different locations will not be easy 
to obtain in advance. 
A weatherproof 
card, yellow in color, with black print­ 
ing. will indicate the control or cover. 
A banner or flag of good size, of yellow 
bunting with black center, either In 
the form of a atar, square or other dis­ 
tinguishing emblem, will also mark tbe 
control or cover and will be posted in 
a conspicuous place. The contest will 
begin from the Manhattan end of the 
Queensboro 
bridge 
promptly 
at 
S 
o’clock en the morning of June 15 and 
will end at the same hour in the even­ 
ing of that day. 
In connection with the “hunt” for 
which entrants in that event are eli­ 
gible will be another contest in which 
the principal figure will be a car suit­ 
ably labeled roving at will In the 
hunting area in the manner of game 
bewildered by the close pursuit of 
hounds. 
This car will keep on the 
road continuously, traveling at moder­ 
ate speed, and the representative of 
the committee riding therein will sur­ 
render to each contestant met a card 
of distinctive design and color. 
The 
driver securing the greatest number 
of these cards during the twelve hours 
will receive a trophy valued at not less 
than $100. 
Entry fee will be charged only for 
the “hunt,” and, irrespective of size, 
class, horsepower or capacity, the price 
for each car will be $2. 
Entries will 
be accepted up to IO o’clock of the 
morning of the event, at the office of 
the automobile division of the Queens­ 
boro bridge celebration. 
In order to guard against speeding 
it is positively announced that it will 
be impossible for all of the controls or 
covers to be visited by any one car 
during the twelve hours. The winning 
of this event will take care and pa­ 
tience and not speeding, as controls 
or covers may be half a mile, a few 
yards or as many as five miles apart. 
There will be no blind controls estab­ 
lished. 
Contestants who during the 
event have been convicted of exceeding 
the speed limit will be absolutely dis­ 
qualified.

Supreme Court to Punish Six 


Men tor Contempt. 


RESULT OF NEGRO LYNCHIN6 


Tanneaaae Sheriff, a Deputy Sheriff 


and Four Other Men Declared by 


Hlgheet Court in the Land to Be 


Guilty of an Act of Contempt in 


Combining In a Conspiracy to Lynch 


a Negro After Tribunal Had Grant­ 


ed Him an Appeal. 


Washington, May 25.—For the first 
tim e in so serious a care, the supreme 
court of the United Slates will, on 
next Tuesday, undertake to mete out 
punishment for the crime of contempt 
of the court itself, and the importance 
of the occasion will be enhanced by 
the number of defendants. 
The proceeding will take place in 
connection with the cases of Sheriff 
Shipp and Deputy Sheriff Gibson of 
Hamilton county, Tennessee, and of 
four other residents of that county, 
Williams, Nolan, 
Pagett and 
May. 
These men were declared by the court 
to be guilty of an act of contempt in 
combining in 1905 in a conspiracy to 
lynch a negro named Johnson, who 
had been sentenced to death by the 
local courts on the charge of rape 
and in whose case the supreme court 
had interfered to the extent of grant­ 
ing an appeal, which had the effect 
of a supersedeas. 
On the night fol­ 
lowing 
the 
announcement 
of 
the 
court’s adion, Johnson was taken out 
of the jail in Chattanooga by a mob 
and lynched. 
There was no resis­ 
tance on the part of the Jail authori­ 
ties, and Shipp and a number of his 
deputies, as well as about twenty 
citizens, were proceeded against on 
the charge of contempt of the federal 
court. 
The case has been pending ever 
since, and the number of defendants 
was from time to time reduced to 
nine. 
Of these nine, three were found 
guiltless, while the other six were or­ 
dered to be brought into court next 
Tuesday for sentence. 
They will be 
taken into custody immediately and 
will appear in court in charge of Mar­ 
shal Wright. 
The sentence may be 
either fine or imprisonment, or both. 
The case is regarded as of e x c e p ­ 
tional interest because it is practical­ 
ly the first time that, the highest court 
in the United States has ever under­ 
taken to assert its dignity or to resent 
acts or words reflecting upon it.

Pasteurization Plant For Toronto. 
Steps were taken in New York re­ 
cently to establish in Toronto, Canada, 
a system of infant milk depots for the 
distribution of pasteurized milk.

delegation from Toronto visited New* 
York for the purpose of consulting

It was decided to 
order a pasteurizing plant capable of 
supplying milk for 1,000 babies a day, 
and Mr. Straus agreed to send Dr.

Canadians were Ross Robertson, chair­ 
man of the board of trustees of the 
Hospital For Sick Children in Toronto; 
Dr. Charles J. Hastings, chairman of 
the milk commission of the Canadian 
Medical association; Dr. C. A. Hed­ 
gers, chief health officer of the prov­ 
ince of Ontario, and Professor .John 
Arnyot. director of the laboratory of 
the provincial board of health.
